While forty military supply trucks, 
with closed doors, rolled into Danzig from 
East Prussia, rumors circulated in Euro- 


pean capitals that under-cover contacts | 


have been made by German and Polish | 
agents seeking a peaceful arrangement as 
as to the future of the free city and its 
territory. 

The trucks may have been meant to 
give an “air of verisimilitude” to threats , 
more serious in appearance than in reality. 
Forty trucks could neither transport an 
invading army large enough to garrison 
the city nor supplies enough to feed a gar- 
rison of the size that would be required 
to hold it against the Poles. 

Hitler has never yet started a war. He | 
has only grabbed territory he thought he 
could get without having to fight for it. 
His cunning in the matter has been un- 
canny. It could hardly betray him now 
into supposing he could take Danzig by a 
coup without loosing a conflict of unpre- 
dictable dimensions and outcome. The 
rumor that negotiations are being started 
is more likely to be correct than the suspi- 
cion that the trucks carried an army or 
supplies for an army into the coveted 
city. 


The Tax-Bon us Helps

Three years were spent in negotia- 
tions, framing, enacting and implement- 
ing the necessary legislation. That they 
were well spent is evident from the fact 
that the Dominion has successfully weath- 
ered the strains incidental to the peopling 
and development of a half continent and 
to a world war of unprecedented mag- 
nitude and consequences. It is fitting that 
the first steps taken toward the union 
should be celebrated in the city where the 
conferees first met. 

Canadians now confront the task of re- 
vising and adapting to present day condi- 
tions the constitution which grew out of 


that conference, and which with few 
changes is still the legal framework 
of the national structure. There is im- 


patience in many quarterS because the 
Royal Commission charged with collect- 
ing the necessary information and com- 
piling opinions as to the changes required 
has not yet reported, and that more rapid 
progress in the amending task has not 
been made. 

But if the delay means that the Com- 
mission is doing its job thoroughly, the 
time will not be wasted. To recast the 
constitution is in some respects more dif- 
ficult than it was to create it. It is not so 
important that changes be made quickly 
as that they be widely acceptable when 
they are made, and therefore durable. If 
the revised constitution works as well and 
as long as the original, the recasting will 
also be worthy of celebration after sev- 
enty-five years have rolled around.

Productive Power Wasted 


The Province of New Brunswick was obliged 
to float a loan in New York a few days ago of 
over nine million dollars. It should not be 
necessary for our provinces to go outside of 
Canada to borrow money, for we know there are 
ample funds in this country to supply their needs. 
When money is borrowed those who get the loan 
simply borrow the production of somebody else, 
for money's only value is its convertibility into 
commodities, Canada has all kinds of productive 
power going to waste; in fact, as has been stated 


-in these columns heretofore, we have a national 


hemorrhage of something like half a billion dol- 
lars per annum of wasted: productive power-— 
ie., idle men, idle machines, idle power. 

The Bank of Canada was set up to handle the 
finances of the Dominion of Canada, and also 
help the Provinces, but this institution has fallen 
down in carrying out the functions which it was 
founded to carry out. It has been of little or no 
help to the Provinces, and as far as financing the 
Dominion is concerned, the commercial banks 
are still carrying the major portion of Dominion 
loans, especially long term loans, It should be 
the duty of the Bank of Canada to co-ordinate 
the productive power of the country, and as 
money corresponds with production, it would 
obviously be available for necessary loans within 
the country. 


For public bodies to be obliged to borrow out- 
side Canada when we are overwhelmed with the 
wherewithal at home simply shows how loose 
jointedly our economic system is functioning. 
—Fundy Fisherman (Saint John, N.B.). 


Apprehension Checks Investment 


The uncertain European situation continues to 
influence economic conditions and business men 
generally are loth to enter into new long-term 
commitments of any magnitude. 

In the United States it was hoped that the 
arrival of spring might bring signs of a resump- 
tion of the improvement which was made last 
fall, but despite some increased activity in cer- 
tain lines in the early part of April, general im- 
provement has made little headway. Industrial 
activity increased only seasonally during March 
and declined in April. Building construction 
continues active, however, and considering the 
uncertainty of the times, industrial conditions on 
the whole are probably as satistactory as can be 
expected. 

A measure of the economic insecurity felt by 
many European countries is the continued flight 
of gold to the United States. Much of this repre- 
sents capital which should be put to productive 
use elsewhere, but which is at present idle in 
order to ensure security.—The Economic Analist.
